“ MARTHA,” 
At Tue Royat Iranian OPERA, 

It was but the other day we noticed a 
heroine of Italian opera with the homely 
name of ‘ Louisa Miller,’ we now have to 
recognize the debut of another humble 
heroine, to whom the Royal Italian Opera 
Company has introduced us on the boards 
of the splendid new theatre Covent Garden. 
The baptismal appellation of this young 
person is ‘Martha’ and she is only a 
dairy-maid in disguise. Martha however 
in reality, is the Lady Enrichetta or Lady 
Henrietta, a maid of honour of Queen 
Anne's, who for sport or for the *love of 
the thing, or fora certain handsome but 
obscure youth named Lionel (Mario) 
chooses to run down to Richmond during 
the holding of a statute fair; she is accom- 
panied by her maid, and both assume the 
character of rustic girls; they are engaged 
by a farmer named Plunkett as helps in 
his dairy and household. In these hum- 
ble characters they appear at a country 
ball, and by their aristocratic airs aud 
singularity of behaviour create much notice 
and attention amongst the country people. 
A good deal of fun is introduced into the 
opera by the appearanee at the rustic fete 
of a certain silly old Lord Tristan, who 
conducts himself like a Polonius and Lord 
Allcash rolled into one, if we may be 
allowed the similitude. Signor Tagliafico 
exacts the part, otherwise we think it 
would be unendurable. Lord ‘T'ristan’s 
pleasure or business it is, to auble by the 
side of the ladies from Court, and make 
himself as great a fool as possible for their 
delectation. Martha, or the maid of 
honour, Lady Henrietta, ultimately con- 
descends to give her hand in marriage to 
the yeoman of her heart, viz. Lionel. The 
music of this opera, com by Flotow, 
is Auber like and rather flimsy; the 


pervading melody is no other than Moore’s 

“ Last Rose of Summer.” However with 
Mario, Bosio, Graziani, Didiee, Tagliafico, 
and the choregraphic artistes, in the dra- 
matis persons, and several most elaborate 
and beautiful scenes of a sylvan character, 
(painted by Beverly and Wilson): Rich- 
mond Park being the chief scene. ‘The 
opera of Martha with its light music and 
comic libretto, is altogether a very enter- 
taining if not a very dignified production 
at the new theatre, Covent Garden. We 
must in concluding say a few words on the 
physiology of the raris avis as the ‘ Mar- 
thas’ and ‘Luisi Millers’ of grand opera. 
There has been nothing like such people 
occupying the hursblest riches of the 
Valhalla of Apollo before, if we except 
Amina in the Sonnambula. The sump- 
tuously satined and velveted Lucias, [Leo- 
noras, Valentinas and Vialettas of the 
Italian lyrica! stage must surely contemn 
the association of such an erring sister as 
Luisa Miller, and such a coquette as the 
disguised maid of honour designating her- 
self Martha. 

The opera of Martha was originally 
produced at Vienna ia 1847. It was 
produced at Drury Lane, during M. 
Jullien’s management, upon which occa- 
sion Bormes ard Zelger made their first 
appearance in London: but the opera 
then entitled the ‘ Maids of Honour’ did 
not succeed, and was soon withdrawn: it 
was afterwards tried in the form of a_bal- 
let, but did not gain by the transformation. 
In fact Flotow's music is not good enough, 
at least for a full opera; itis half imitative 
of familiar English airs—the ‘ Last Rose 
of Summer ’ to wit. 

Nevertheless, we reflect that ‘ Martha ’ 
is most entertaining at Covent Garden. 
The reason why, being that Mr. Gye has 
been at infinite pains to put it on this 
magnificent stage of the new theatre, with 
a powerful cast and splendid scenery, and 
costumes.

This is an old proverb exemplified in 
every day life, but more especially I think 
with regard to a certain class, yclept 
Amateur Theatricals, I will here attempt 
to make a few remarks concerning ‘ Nights 
On” and offera few suggestions for their 
better completion. 

In the first place one of the greatest 
evils of an amateur performance is the 
lateness of the hour at which they com- 
mence. This is, | think, in great measure 
avoidable. Young men are decidedly far 
from “slow in these days, why not show 
their fastness”’ in this instance, and com- 
mence a littleearlier. I think that if 
gentlemen who are going to perform on a 
certain night ought to lay everything 
aside, at least, for that night, and after 
they have once given their word (which 
ought to be regarded as sacred to perform 
a part in a piece, not to swerve from ita 
day before thenight, If they have the 





least doubt on the subject of being able to 
attend they ought to intimate as much to 
the beneficiare, so that he may have an 
opportunity of getting someone else to ful- 
fil the part in the event of non-attendance 
and so avoid that destroyer of all good 
performances ‘reading a part.’ It not 
only spoils the character itself but every- 
one connected with it.
